Not so many weeks ago a party of men affiliated in different capacities 
with the motion picture industry, conceived the idea of establishing a fra- 
ternal organization among the various motien picture interests, which would 
parallel the Lambs Club and the Friars, of the theatrical field. The idea 
was communicated to a few outsiders, who met the measure with such ap- 
proval, that a call was at once sent out, bidding the representative men of 
the various industries allied with the manufacture and exploitation of the 
motion picture, to an initial meeting. The call was answered with gusto and 
enthusiasm and the Screen Club took on its first tentative form with King 
Baggott of the Imp Company at its head. This tentative body was dissolved 
at a later session and the temporary officers elected were chosen to direct 
the permanent organization. The movement spread like wild-fire; manu- 
facturer, scenario writer, publicity man, director, performer and newspaper 
representative formed the constituent elements that composed the member- 
ship of the newly formed Screen Club at the time of its permanent incep- 
tion. 

Congratulations! A most worthy movement had been initiated, a most 
fitting example had been set by our New York brethren and it was up to 
the civic pride of all citizens of the remaining towns in the U. S. A. to see 
that this worthy organization was extended throughout their territory. Chi- 
cago was the first city to Fespond to the opportunity presented; it readily 


comprehended the situation and thoroughly appreciated the fact that it was 
next expected to institute a similar establishment within its limits, either 
as a district or an afMliated Screen Club. The Chicago office of The Bill- 
board being assured of its eligibility to a movement of this kind. sponsored 
the calling of the initial meeting, of what has developed into the Chicago 
Screen Club. This meeting was held at its quarters in the Schiller Building 
on Wednesday, September 25, at 3:30 P. M. To this gathering were invited, 
promoters and proprietors of all motion picture companies, who either have 
their home office or branch office in the city of Chicago, all the exchanges 
and all newspaper men.

former. It is a trade secret some acquire, others are born with, and some 


never get. There is more honor in putting over a joke with mustachios, 
and making the audience laugh, than in springing a brand new wheeze, 


which no one appreciates. One man pulls a risque story and we laugh at 
its humor; another essays the same gag, and we yearn for a convenient 
brick-pile, or if we laugh, our audible manifestation of hilarity is like unto 
the villian’s in East Lynne. One player will sing a song supposedly funny, 
and it will amuse us. We are not the least bit shocked, while when another 


tries the same song, we see our good wife assume an air which seems to 
say, “isn’t it awful,” and we cough, and yell, “get the hook.” In both 
cases the latent value of the lines is the same. But how about the persons 
who use them? 

There is a great hue and cry from some quarters about obscenity, but 
upon examination of this obscenity so called, we find that most of it is as 
shifty and hard to pin down as a flea whose feelings are hurt. Sometimes 
it is palpable vulgarity. Most of the time—in the case of songs especially 
—it is given different value by different exploiters, To be sure, the effrontery 
with which many artists put over risque lines is worthy of dime burlesque. 
But this only lays a heavier charge at the door of the individual entertain- 
er, particularly vaudeville entertainers. It cannot apply very closely to 
the dead lines themselves. Aside from palpable filth in songs and dialogues 
written for vaudeville, the most plausible argument to advance in a treatise 
of this kind, is that all lines, howsoever naive or risque, have a grain of 
wit or humor as their foundation, and that many lines which are humor- 
ous, have an element of risqueness. It therefor follows that individual 
players will bring out with different degrees the humor or naivete of any 
given lines, thereby amusing or disgusting the audience of average moral char- 
|acter. A skillful artist will get by with lines the tyro or unskilled per 
former would bungle. Buffoons are just as common in vaudeville as be- 
neath the tents. Much revo'ting stuff is turned out for the stage—gags, 
songs, situations, and so on. But even a large percentage of these seeming- 
ly impossible additions to theatrical garbage could get over if handled by 
artists whose art is not in title only. People like to be shocked in the the- 
atre... Let a minister, or some local Anthony Comstock denounce a show 
as being immoral, and the manager of the theatre at which the play is ap- 
pearing will be obliged to build an addition to this house in order to ac- 
commodate the crowds. Press agents know this and sometimes employ 
this expedient to draw patronage. However, we do not champion the ob- 
scene joke or even sanction the maudlin ditty. This editorial is intended 
} only to point out the fact that more depends on the performer and the way 
he delivers the goods than in the material itself.

Burlesque News of Managers, Agents and Performers on Both 
Circuits, Gathered From Here and There and Everywhere, 


Especially for Publication in The Billboard 


By SYDNEY WIRE. 


In a recent article in this same column we 
intimated the existence of a movement, in which, 
by an amicable arrangement between the ruling 
factors of the two great burlesque circuits, 
several commendable changes were to be made 
in the routes and whereby a deal of the existing

Paul, by the Eastern Wheel, which left the 
Empire Circuit (Western Wheel) in entire con- 
trol of the Northwestern territory as far as 
Omaha, Neb. The Eastern Wheel has returned 
to Montreal, giving the Columbia shows twv 
Canadian stands again, while the Empire peo 
ple have agreed te remain out of certain other 
towns where opposition might have serivus!)

ly ordinary. It seems that an endeavor is made 
to refrain from rhyming in parts of the verse, 
after getting a fairly good old-fashioned start.

TAKE ME IN YOUR ARMS AGAIN.—An ap- 
pealing ballad, full of real heart sentiment, 
written in Charles K. Harris’ most beloved vein. 
Perhaps the line, ‘‘My poor heart, it aches with 
pain,’’ could be improved upon grammatically, 
but it is these very errors (can they be inten- 
tional?) that endear this most popular writer 
of ballads to the fireside singers. Charles K. 
Harris is a sort of Homer of modern times, and 
his songs express the sincere sentiment of the 
masses. (Chas. K. Harris, publisher.) 

LOVE'S LAMENT.—A peculiar conception, by 
Billy Gaston. The fact that this writer is noted 
for light, airy songs, makes it hard to believe 
that phrases like ‘‘poison lips,’’ ‘‘then unto 
death,’’ ‘“‘the autumn of love’’ and ‘‘wither’d 
and blighted by sorrow,’’ came from his light 
and airy pen. It would be as easy to conceive 
of ty | Berlin writing a religious hymn. Evi- 
dentiy illy Gaston heard Rudyard Kipling’s 
Vampire, and wanted to show that an American 
poet with musical inclinations can go an Eng- 
lishman one better. (Kendis & Paley, pub 
lishers. 

GOOD-BYE, ROSE.—One of the last compo 
sitions of the late, greatest genius of all, Her- 
bert Ingraham, united to a very ‘‘deep”’ 
production-like lyric by Addison Burkhart. This 
sons is constantly growing in popular favor, 
and doubtless will become a standard ballad. 
(Shapiro-Bernstein, publishers.) 

I'LL BE WELCOME IN MY HOME TOWN.— 
This number heads a strong catalog with which 
William Tracey, writer of several song successes 
from which other people derived most of the 
profits, has embarked into business. The lyric 
hits home. Sincere sentiment, original lines 
and clever rhyming, so metrical that an ama- 
teur could have written a suitable melody, form 
a basis hard to beat, even in these days of 
maby good songs. Harry Jentes’ melody is just 
a trifle reminiscent of an instrumental number 
we liked several seasons ago, but this doesa’t 
interfere with the value of the song in the 
slightest degree. ‘“‘But there’s two friends,”’ 
is the only harsh-sounding line in the lyrie. 
But the thought it aims to bring out, that your 
parents are your best friends, more than makes 
up for the grammatical error. A simple story 
of a stranger's determination to leave cold New 
York and return to his relatives and real pals 
in his home town, is sweetly told. It is sur- 
rounded by a ragtime garment of poetry, set to 
lively march time, that is bound to appeal te 
all kinds of performers. This song will make 
a dandy opening or closing number and should 
soon find its way into most of the musical com- 
edies and burlesque shows that admit outside 
numbers. It has gained tremendous popularity 
in a remarkably short time and the crowds flock- 
ing into the Tracey offices ought to sicken the 
hearts of many older publishers. (Wm. Tracey,

PUM PUM PA.—Purely a stage song. Though 
the idea is not very new or surprising, it is one 
of those semi-suggestive affairs that always get 
a laugh when handled by vandeville singers whe 
depend upon a strong finish line for their laugh, 
James Brockman is responsible for both 
words and music and has matched them fairly 
well. (F. B. Haviland, publisher.) 


HITCHY KOO.—This song will become a hit 
and then everybody will wonder what it was 
all about. Lewis F. Muir and Maurice Abra- 
hams managed to scrape up a splendid chorus 
melody between them and brought it to L. 
Wolfe Gilbert for a set of words. A glance 
at the song shows that they or the publisher 
wanted the aforesaid set of words in record 
time, Gilbert, dark-horse wonder that he is, 
conceived of a splendid idea. He wonld write 
a meaningless Iyric around a meaningless title, 
that would still savor of suggestiveness. Then 
he would protect hig stand by writing the chor- 
us line, ‘‘Simply meant for Kings and Queens, 
don’t yon ask me what it means.’’ Gilbert, this 
song will doubtless be a comfortable tit, but 
please take a little more time on the next one 
you offer the all-suffering public. Many great 
writers have fallen by trying to follow up hits 
in short order. The word ‘‘I’’ in the second 
line of the second verse falls to a note that is 
not protected at all in the first verse. This is 
bad manners in song-writing. You use the 
word “‘say’’ four times in the verse and twice 
in the chorus, which ts five times too mnch. 
You could have worked out a much stronger 
finish to this song. Otherwise, it’s alright.

seem a bad one.

Whytal as Jean Martined (Lui) portrayed these 
roles splendidly but even their undoubted skill 
and artistry were lost in the shuffle of an im- 
possible act. If one were to start picking flaws 
in the act much could be written but it is 
more than possible that the producers will see 
the impossibility of the offering and get some- 
thing really worth while for Whytal, clever 
actor. 

Another big act on the bill that showed weak 
ness was Frank Byron and Louise Langdon. 
with a chorus of good-lovking girls. Coyote 
Gussie, as the new and pretentious piece is 
cailed, is so far behind The Dude Detective as 
a vehicle for the clever comedy making pro 
clivities of Byron that a comparison is out of 
the question. Byron as a fun maker is in a 
class by himself, while Miss Langdon has proven 
her cleverness as a feeder in the past. In Coy- 
ote Gussie, despite the time, money and effori 
that have been spent on it, this clever pair are 
#0 badly handicapped that it is doubtful if they 
can get as much money for the bigger offering 
as they received for their double act. 

One is at a loss to account for the appearance 
in vaudeville and in a prominent position on the 
bill of Gean Smith, who Is programmed as the 
celebrated animal painter.

WILSON AND MARSHALI LEAGUE, 


New York, Oct. 3 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The Wilson and Marshall Theatrical League, 
at a meeting of its executive committee, o#1:! 
at the Hotel Cadillac, headquarters, Mon‘lay 
afternoon, decided to begin at once a nativon- 
wide campaign in behalf of the traveling theat- 
tical profession, who in this instance are 
banded together with a great many com- 
mercial travelers, in securing a definite stand 
on the part of the great political parties, to- 
ward reduced railroad fares and baggage rates, 
and the regulation of excess railroad charges. 
Millions of dollars are annually expended by 
theatrical managers and producers and their 
traveling organizations for railroad transpor- 
tation, yet when they ask for a wholesale rate, 
on what perhaps may be an entire season's 
bookings, they are told emphatically that tne 
public service commission law in nearly every 
state and the inter-state commerce law covering 
all of the states makes such contracts impossible. 

In past years before the railroads became 
regulated, commuters and theatrical managers 
received the benefit of an active competition, 
but now the railroads quote the laws mentioned, 
when asked to bid against each other. There 
is no doubt that the law does forbid discrimina- 
tion in rates excepting in instances especially 
authorized as ‘‘differentials.’’ ‘‘half fare tickets 
for children,’’ ‘‘school children’s tickets’’ and 
*“‘monthly commuters’ tickets.’’ These are now 
sold at discriminatory prices, because they are 
especially mentioned in these laws. 


It Is the purpose of the Wilson and Marshall 
Theatrical League to have the laws of other 
States traversed by theatrical companies made 
uniform in these regulations, and also to seek 
for the amendment of the inter-state commerce 
law to prevent any conflict. 


The executive committee of the Wilson and 
Marshall Theatrical League, therefore, dis- 
patched the following telegram to the platform 
committee of the Democratic State Convention 
> session at the Onondaga Hotel, Syracuse, 

“The Theatrical League, which has been 
formed to help elect Wilson and Marshall, pro- 
poses tthe following plank: 


“We favor a special amendment, such as was 
passed last year for other commuters and schoo! 
children, so that actors, managers and com- 
mercial travelers may secure from the Public 
Service Commission reduced wholesale ratflroad 
rates for themselves and their baggage."’

some seasons ago), bodily, and turned it into 
an Irisb song. Harold Rossiter bought the mel- 
ody at the cheapest price per yard and Wm. A. 
Downs was asked to write a lyric. Downs took 
particular pains to see that his product would 
be as unoriginal as that of the melody writer 
and the publisher thought he had a hit because 
be had a song that sounded like something 
else, or rather, everything else. While it is 
true that a familiar-sounding song is. easily re- 
membered, we would caution publishers against 
them, because the public may retain a mental 
imprint of only a part of the composition and 
eall for the wrong number when investing the 
coveted ten cents, (Harold Rossiter, publisher.) 

MOONLIGHT BAY.—A big hit—and deserved- 
ly so. One of the iast combination efforts of 
Edward Madden and Percy Wenrich, (don’t for- 
get the name, even if you fail to see it in the 
advertisimg copy), placed in the Remick catalog, 
before the aspiring Percy went into business 
for himself. Unlike most Edward Madden 
words, these are extremely mediocre. But the 
melody is wonderful and is carrying the song 
to a triumphant place in the popular market. 
(Jerome H. Remick Co., publishers.) 


OH! YOU LITTLE BEAR.—Exclamation point 
should be removed three words to the right. 
This song represents a desperate endeavor to 
get an original meaning out of a weak and not 
very brilliant title. Billy Vanderveer wrote 
the none too clever music and might as well 
have gone ahead and written the words. Surely, 
the asinine lyric Bobby Heath handed him 
should not have prevented him from doing 80. 
“If you ever leave me, dear, I don’t know what 
I'll do,” rhyming “‘simply wild’’ with ‘“‘angel 
child’’ and the pure rhyme of ‘‘side’’ and ‘‘cry’’ 
form some of the original features of this song 
so devoid of meaning. (Joe Morris, publisher.) 

SOMEBODY'S COMING TO TOWN, (FROM 
DIXIE).—Sm:ch and Browne, the new publish- 
ers with the livid professional copies, couldn't 
have chosen a better song to form the keystone 
of their business which, judging by this number, 
will be a lasting and successful institution. We 
heard this delivered at a vaudeville theatre 
sometime ago, before we knew the identity of 
the publishers, and the spirit moved us to ex- 
claim, “‘this song is a hit.” It was sung in 
conjunction with several other songs, already 
popular, and made as good an impression as 
any of them upon the audience. Raymond A. 
Browne has been writing songs, and some hit 
songs, for years, many of them bearing his 
name for both words and music. But the lyric 
in this equals any he has ever written and, com- 
bined with Henry Clay Smith’s melody, prom 
ises to be. Browne’s biggest success since Tloney- 
suckle and the Bee, and the Julian Eltinge 
numbers. Browne took more care of his meter 
than rhymes in the verses, hence, while the 
rhymes are all pure, some of the lines fall flat 
because they have been heard so many times 
before. But the chorus contains the punch and, 
like all songs destined to become hits, works 
up to a climax that combines real poetic ex- 
pression with musical merit. The effect is 
very pleasing to the ear and no audience will 
find It possible to escape the soothing influence 
of the line, so happily placed after a melodic 


interpolation, Oh, Lawdy, Be Good to That Rail- 
road. It is real “‘Coony,’’ a style Browne orig- 
inated years ago and saw imitated by inferior 
writers ever since. Performers know a good 
song when they hear it and are bound to place 
this one in hit-land before long. It may take 
old-time writers long to come back with real 
hits, but, when they do, they come back strong. 
(Smith and Browne, publishers.)
